On  April  15»  1933t  the  Chinoao  Soviet  Government  laaued  ■Broola* 
metlon  f-  Joint  ^eaiatance  agelnat  Japan.*  In  thia  the  Chinoae 
Soviet  G^ommont  blemod  the  Khomintung  Government  for  making 
ne£;otiation8  to  reedjuat  her  relations  with  Japan}  domended 
iramedieto  atop  of  attack  within  the  Soviet  Zone  and  upon  the 
Chinoao  Sed  Am^;  end  demanded  the  KUomintung  Government  to 
organize  e  people 'a  volunteer  erny  to  roalat  Japan  and  to  give 
the  people  the  right  to  arm  thomaelvoa.  The  proclemetlon  waa  a 
propoaal  of  comproiniae  with  the  KUomintung  Government  concerning 
■Joint  reaiatanoo  to  Japan.”  * 

On  July  15,  1934,  the  Chinoao  Induatrj/  and  Agriculture  Red  Amy 
iaaued  *Declarotion  of  Reaiatance  to  Japan  by  Rallying  in  the 
North.*  The  declaration  announced  that  the  Red  Army  would  be 
Bond  to  the  north,  aa  a  vanguard  unit  in  the  war  of  reaiatance 
egainat  Japan,  .‘.t  the  aemo  time,  it  inaiatod  that  the  KUomintung 
Government  aever  dlplomatlo  reletibna  with  Japan  end  nullify  all 
treatlea  between  Chino  and  Japan}  ani  that  the  government  mobilize 
all  the  Chixu>ae  forcea  to  oorry  out  Joint  war  egainat  Jepen,  and 
organize  a  people 'a  anti-Japenoao  volunteer  army  and  guerrilla 68  ti 
perticlpato  directly  in  the  war  agoinat  Japan  and  in  guerilla 
warfaroa./  It  olao  declared  that  all  the  Jopaneae  enterpriaoa  and 
proportiea  in  China  be  confiaoated. 

At  the  7th  Comintern  Congreaa  held  in  Kbacow  from  July  25th  to 
Auguat  20th,  1935.  a  roaolution  waa  paaaed  to  form  a  united  front 
egainat  GeriTian,  Japan,  and  Poland}  conaequontly  Japan  woa  made  the 
object  of  thdir  atrugglo  in  the  ^ar  Boat.  Thia  atmoaphore  of  the 
Congreaa  Inraodlatoly  influenced  the  Chineee  Comninlat  Party  to  a 
groat  extent. 

On  Auguat  let,  1935*  the  Control  conmittoe  of  the  Chineao  Conmuniat 
Party  proclaimed  *fb88ago  to  oil  the  people  to  aave  the  nation 
through  ro'iiatence  to  Japan,*  which  la  called  the  Ri’oclematlon  of 
Auguat  lot  end  ia  well  known.  Thia  may  be  outlined  aa  followai 
The  Cenroittoe  blemed  the  loofiora  of  the  KUomintung  Government  for 
their  alogpna,  suchsa  "Sino-Japanoae  rapprochement*  and  *Sino- 
Jopanoae  Combiueticn*,  ond  woe  desiroua  that  the  Kuomintung  forcea 
ahould  atop  thoir  etteck  on  the  Red  Army  and  then  Jointly  go  to  war 
Tilth  Jopen  in  clcae  co-oporotlon  with  the  J4)d  Laying  atrwaa 

on  the  people 'a  united  fi’ont,  tho  cormltteo  vronta  to  organize  a 
aingle,  notlonwido  dofenco  govornmenti  to  make  it  the  government 'a  , 
main  reaponaibility  to  reaiat  Japan  and  aavc  the  nation}  to  con- 
flacote  Japanese  properties  in  Chino  end  appropriate  it  for  war 
against  Japan;  end  to  overcome  Japan  by  uniting  t\w  ’./orking  oleaaea 
in  Japan  and  tho  pjoplo  in  Iforoa  and  Formosa  to  form  a  rebel  emy* 

On  December  25,  1935,  tho  Central  Political  Bureau  of  tho  Chinese 
CoBinuniat  Party  oimounced  *Re8olutlon  concerning  tho  Bceaont 
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Folltieel  Situation  end  the  Mission  of  the  Forty,"  which  was,  in 
purport,  much  tho  same  as  the  above  Broclamation  of  .'.uguat  Ist. 
Laying  greatest  strass  on  thr  people’s  anti- Japanese  united  front 
movonsnt,  the  Poscluticn  gevr.  o  pol5cy  of  organizing  a  national 
defense  govermront  and  a  f.oabin‘.Q  orn^^'  to  resist  Japan,  As 
general  principles  of  ectivlvy  for  the  Party,  it  mentioned  ten 
headings,  such  cs  "Seve-the-nation,  reeist  Japcn,"‘'Oonflaeato 
ell  Japansse  pooperties  in  Chine  end  epproprieto  it  to  the  cost 
of  resisting  Japan,  and  "Form  a  strong  union  by  allying  industrial 
end  ogrlculturol  workers  end  all  other  anti -Japanese  eleiaents  in 
l&>ree,  Formosa  end  Japen." 

The  Chinese  Conwunist  Party  also  maintained  that,  in  the  course  <Jf  ■ 
its  struggle  with  Japan,  efforts  should  be  made  to  expand  and 
strengthen  its  power  through  tho  above  principles  of  activities . 

On  !ferch  10,  1936,  the  northern  Area  Bureau  of  tho  Control  Coinnittoe 
of  the  Chinese  Connunist  Perty  issued  "Froclomation  of  Save-the- 
Nation,  Resist  Japan."  This  Proclor^Ption,  enumorsting  .the  above 
principles  of  activities,  i’tj'irttMJiejineaJt'iailnatl.  niJ.

On  June  13,  1936,  the  Central  Conznittee  of  tho  Chinese  coraiunisx 
Itorty  announced  "Resolution  concerning  tho  present  political 
situation."  In  this  resolution  aro  stotod  tho  foots  tliat  since  a 
Sevo-the-Nation  !.»vement  mbb  started  on  Docombor  9,  1935, 

Peiping  students,  nationwide  "Sevo-the-Nation,  Resist  Japan" 
campaigns  .v/ere  initietod;  that  a  solid  anti -Japanese  front  was 
organized  in  defiance  of  tho  pressure  by  Cheng  Khi-shokj  that  among 
tho  people  in  North  China  especially  the  inte3 lectuals  ware  planning 
a  large-scale  moss  movement;  that  the  low-ranking  officers  aol  men 
of  tho  29th  Arr^’  under  the  comnend  of  Sung  Cho-yuan  were  so  anti- 
Japanese  that  they  did  not  obey  the  orders  of  their  superiors  and 
deolerod  that  they  would  never  with  draw  thomsolvos  under  any 
circuMtancos;  tant  thoro  was  a  sufficient  possibility  of  a  strong 
armed  antl-Jopanose  movement  being  started  in  Northern  China;  and 
that  the  nz>in  force  of  the  flKtl -Japanese  Red  Array ,the  Red  Amy 
guerillas,  and  the  people's  erny  of  revolution  in  the  north¬ 
eastern  areas  were  growing  stronger  unha’ipored,  gradually  forming 
tho  nucleus  of  tho  unti-Jopcnr.se  force  throughout  the  country. 

Tho  resolution  wont  on  to  strors  that  in  coping  with  the  situation, 
war  both  with  Japan  and/ tho  pro-Jowneso  elorents  in  China  should 
be  facilitotod,  supported,  and  expended.  To  tho  messoa  it  atresaed 
that  it  was  their  duty  to  orgsnizo  0  nctionol  defense  government 
and  a  united  ermj'  to  resist  Japan  end  that  euch/.^ofonoo  governmant 
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and  the  amv  to  resist  Japan  should  bo  formod  around  the  Soviet 
People's  Republic  and  the  anti-Japanoso  Red  /J*ny . 

On, Septoinbor  17,  1936,  the  Central  Political  Bureau  of  the  Chinese 
Oomnunist  Perty  made  a  resolution  concerning  the  establishmen  o 
a  democratic  republic  and  the  now  situation  resulting  from 
"Seve-the-Nation,  Resist  Japan’  movement.*  The  Resolution  reed 
os  follows: 

■The  people's  united  front  against  Japan  should  be  expanded  ruriner 
in  order  to  drive  Japan  out  of  Chino,  while  the  potentiality  of 
the  Party  and  its  nosltion  should  bo  mode  stronger,  illthough  it 
is  necossery  to  enlist  the  Nanking  Government  of  the  KUomintung 
and  its  military  edministrotion  in  the  war  against  Japan  in  order 
to  carry  out  an  anti-Japanoso  armed  struggle,  wo  must  continue 
our  harsh  criticism  and  struggle  as  to  the  policies  of  the 
KUomlntung  Nanking  Government.  To  expand  and  strengthen  the 
Comnunlst  Party  is  fundamentally  conditional  in  forming  a  people  a 
enti -Japanese  united  front  and  in  winning  a  victory  for  a  democra¬ 
tic  republic.  Therefore,  we  must  systematically  recruit  members 

On  the  19th  of  the  acme  month  (December,  1936)  the  Central  Cona^ttee 
of  the  Chinese  CoEinunist  Party  end  the  Chinese^  Soviet  Government 
dispatched  a  message  concernlns  the  Sian  Incident.  This  message 
oapboBisod  tho  necessity  of  holding  iimcdiotoly  a  peace  conference, 
inviting  reprosontativea  from  tho  political  parties,  omod  force  , 
end  all  other  circles  tliroughout  tho  country,  as  well  as  those 
from  Nenklug  and  Sion,  to  stop  internal  war  and  to  vfork  in  unity 
and  harmony  in  resisting  Japan. 

On  April  15,  1937,  the  Central  Connittoo  of  the  Chinese  Cosmunist 
Party  sent  a  iMseoge  to  every  jaombors  of  the  Party.  The 
said  that,  after  the  peace  settlement  of  the  Sian  Incident  an 
the  3rd  Huomlntune  Notional  Congress,  tho  revolutionary  move^nts 
in  China  had  entered  a  new  stage.  And  the  mission 
was  to  further  stabilize  alr-eady  established  peace,  within  tne 
country  ao  that  tho  democrotic  rights  can  be  cxcercisod  and  the 
war  to  resist  Japan  can  bo  canMed  out.  For  this  purpose,  it 
concluded,  the  spirit  of  aoi^f-sacrifico  end  tho  strongest  will  was 

needed  in  the  struggle.  V 

On  July  7  of  the  some  yocr  (1937).  the  Lukuochloo  Incident  took 
piece.  On  the  following  day.  the  8th  of  July,  the  Chinese 
Comnunlst  Party  medo  public  0  messego,  which  stressed  to  c  rry 
■tho  wor  of  rosistonco  of  tho  entire  poopla.* 

On  August  15  of  tho  some  year  (1937).  the  Chineso  C^unist^Party 
nfide  knoT/n  *10  principles  of  Sovo-tho-Wotian, 

Tho  first  para-roph  was  as  follows:  "Sovor  relations  with  Japan, 
out  tho  Japanese  officials,  arrest  tho  Japen®se  spies. 
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and  the  amv  to  resist  Japan  should  bo  fonaod  around  the  Soviet 
People's  Republic  and  the  anti-Japanese  Bed  .'jny. 

On. September  17,  1936,  the  Central  Political  Bureau  of  the  Chinese 
Connunlst  Iterty  mcde  a  resolution  concoming  the  ostablishraen  o 
a  democratic  republic  and  the  now  situation  resulting  from  t  0 
"Seve-the-Nation,  Resist  Japan'  movement.*  The  Resolution  road 
08  follows:
